24.—(Special)-—in a 
recent issue of The Herald there ap- 
peared a letter from Mr. Bannister in 
reply to Premier Haultain’s utterances 
re provincial status in confederation 
in order to get a chance to raise 
funds to meet the growing demands 
of the Territories.
